The Proteftants therefore are not in this.Aan- 
garian Wat as Proteftants, it is not meerly a-Re- 
ligious Matter; the Oppreffions, - Devaftations, 
and Cruelties have -not been:

concern’d in it, and are Leaders to the Infur- 
reétion.

: Whoever gives himflf Liberty, to Read_o- 
ver Prince Ragorkf’s Declaration, or the De- 
mands of the Hungarians, will find that in Sixty 
three Articles, which they exhibit as their Grie- 
vances, there is not above three or four that im- 
mediately refpe& Religion, 

One claims that the Hungarians fhall be e- 
qually preferr’d, whether Papift or Proteftant. 

Another claims the Liberty of Religion, the 
reforing the Proteftant Churches, baniihing the 
Jefuits, and reftraining Popith Infolencies. 

Another demands an equality of Magiftrates, 
Councellors, and Governours of one Religion 
as of the other. 

All, or moft part ofthe ether Demands, which 
the Hungarians have taken Arms for, and which 
they claim as their Right, refpeé& their Civil 
Liberties, their Right as a People, their Anci- 
ent Privileges, as Hungarians. 

What part has the Proteftants in England, in 
the Prince Regocki’s demanding the Attdinder 
of his Family being taken off, his being Re- 
ftor’d to his Lands, Honours, and in 
the Kingdom ? 

Whar can it Concern us, who fhall receive 
Tol) upon the 7ibifcus, or the Cuftomson the 
Hungarian Véines on the Danube? *tis nothing 
to the Confederacy, what Profits the Emperor 
makes of the Silver Towns in the Upper 2, 
nor what Tax the Hungarians pay per Head, for 
the Cattle they drive into Laly, and the Terri- 
tories of Venice. ay < 

The Privileges they demand, ia the Meeting 
of the Eftates of the Kingdom, the Settling the 
Taxes, Maintaining the Soldiers, the Employ- 
ing Natives or Foreigners in the Government 5 
thefe things cannot come before us as a Ground, 
or Reafon, why the reftof Europe fhould con 
cern themfelves in the Cafe between them and 
the Emperor.
